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In three races, early in the New York racing season, Nantallah estab- 
lished a reputation which carried through to the end of the year and 
a high rating on the Experimental. The son of *Nasrullah was rated 
nine pounds below the leader at— 


117 pounds on Experimental H. 


His career at 2 saw him win his first start in :5934 — the fastest time 
of the year at Jamaica. Then in the Juvenile, run in the fastest time 
on record, he lost by a head and a neck to Polly’s Jet and Getthere 
Jack. His third start was in the National Stallion Stakes and again 
Polly’s Jet headed him at the finish but the race was run in the second 
fastest time in history. Nail was third. Nantallah slipped under the 
wire netting of his stable door at Aqueduct and ran away. He suffered 
an injury and did not race again as a 2-year-old. 


In 1956 Nantallah won his first start at Hialeah, six furlongs in 1:1024. 
He won again at Hialeah in 1:104 and then finished out of the money 


for the only time in the Bahamas Handicap in a race in which he | 


slipped and slid on a muddy track. In his final race he ran six fur- 
longs in 1:10. Tendon trouble terminated his career right when he 
was considered one of the top contenders for the Flamingo Stakes. 


Nantallah entered the stud at Claiborne in 1957, the first son of 
*Nasrullah to stand here. He had a full book.

Lonesome Horseplayer 


Joseph L. Mathews, of New York City, 
last week petitioned the New York Su- 
preme Court to force Belmont Park to 
admit him to the races there. For some 
reason, unexplained by Mr. Mathews, the 
management of Belmont wouldn’t let him 
come around any more. 


Mathews said that he was evicted from 
the track on July 27, again on October 27, 
presumably with a remonstrance not to 
darken the gate again. The petitioner said 
he had been a gentleman at the track, that 
he had been going to the races there for 
15 years, and that Belmont’s attitude had 
caused him “much heartache and mental 
depression.” 


He added: “I have altered my entire 
life to New York racing to the extent 
that it has become my heartsblood. As evi- 
denced by the thousands of dollars in 
canceled checks which represent the in- 
vestment or complete loss, and in view 
of the untold hours devoted to the study 
of racing data and attending races, I pray 
that the court will move to order my re- 
admission.” 

We haven’t asked the Greater New York 
Association what in the world Mr. 
Mathews had done. That’s between him 
and the track. Nevertheless, the petition 
made us remember another gentleman we 
had seen put off the grounds. 

We were strolling to the saddling en- 
closure before the Woodward Stakes sev- 
eral weeks ago, when suddenly there was 
a commotion at the iron fence separating 
the horses from the performers. A_bare- 
headed man in a brown suit was hanging 
to the fence with both hands, and 2 Pink- 
ertons were trying to pull him away. 
“Leave me alone. I ain’t done anything. 
Leave me alone,” the man kept hollering. 

The Pinkertons tried tickling him loose. 
but the guy wasn’t ticklish. A policeman 
arrived, scooped up the man’s feet and 
tried to drag him back, but the vocalist 
hung on for life. 

“You can’t do this,” he screamed. Then 
louder: “You can’t do this. I’m a union 
man.” 

The pressure soon became more than 
he could bear, and the union man in the 
brown suit was dragged away, scream- 
ing something on the order of “Down with 
*Gallant Man. Down with the bum.” 

We asked what in heaven’s name *Gal- 
lant Man had done to the chap, were told 
that the man in the brown suit had been 
at the track for the Nassau County Handi- 
cap the previous week, had shouted ob- 
scenities at *Gallant Man and had thrown 
an apple core at the horse before escaping 


into the crowd, presumably to brood while 
*Gallant Man went out to win. He had 
done the same thing this day, even tossed 
another apple core; but this time the 
Pinkertons caught him. 


The Wooden Nutmeg 


When American racing took up the 
practice of naming a “horse of the year,” 
we shrugged and said nothing. Nothing, 
that is, that was printable. Differences of 
opinion being the meat, bread, and wine of 
racing, it was a dangerous sort of futility 
to submit the selection of divisional cham- 
pions and “grand champions” to the bal- 
lots of people who were and are, as a 
matter of record, wrong two-thirds of the 
time in picking the winners of actual 
races. 

With resignation we finally put aside 
our notion to give these Oscars of racing 
the name of Wooden Nutmegs, on the 
theory that it might not prove popular in 
this Age of Poll-Taking. But the fears 
engendered when the thing began have 
been borne out. In recent years we have 
seen the spectacle of owners and breed- 
ers pleading with newspapermen to vote 
for X as horse of the year, as earnestly 
as if the composite ignorance of a group 
could be made into a solid and substantial 
thing. 

Now the matter has reached the pam- 
phleteering stage. There came to hand this 
week a 2-page mimeographed letter sum- 
ming up a strong case for making Round 
Table horse of the year. We will consider 
it carefully. The owners of *Gallant Man, 
Bold Ruler, Bardstown, Dedicate, Idun, 
etc., will have to move fast if they expect 
to influence any votes. 

Some years ago we tried to persuade 
the directors of the Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Associations to set their racing secre- 
taries to making year-end handicaps of 
the best 3-year-olds and older horses. 
Such handicaps would be a more genuine 
service to racing and breeding than the 
Wooden Nutmegs which have stultified 
the sport. Why is it, we wonder, that a man 
who is happy because he thinks he owns 
the best race horse in North America 
should be made unhappy because someone 
else doesn’t agree with him?

MARYLAND 
The Afterthought Winner 


BattimMorE. Laurel Race Course and 
its 10-man American selection board had 
many uneasy moments before the running 
of the Washington, D. C., International. 
With acceptances received from both 
Ralph Lowe and Travis M. Kerr, Laurel 
was reasonably certain that *Gallant Man 
and Round Table would be on hand, but 
changes of heart that sent both horses to 
the Trenton Handicap at Garden State 
Park put Laurel officials into a state of 
near-panic. 


A courier was dispatched to New York 
to ask John Nerud to reconsider, but 
*Gallant Man’s trainer replied that neither 
he nor Lowe could ignore the challenge 
tossed them by Kerr. 

When invitations to Dedicate and 
Swoon’s Son were declined, the selection 
board asked Christopher T. Chenery’s 
Third Brother, and Chenery cheerfully 
accepted. 

A week prior to the International, a 
Laurel official addressed the selection 
board: “We’re down to Third Brother. 
If he gets hurt in training, it means the 
United States will be without a repre- 
sentative. I mention this because Allie 
Reuben is anxious to run *Mahan. But 
he can’t wait any longer. If an invitation 
isn’t forthcoming today, he probably will 
make other plans.” 

No diagrams were necessary. A_ bid 
forthwith was extended to the Turf Cup 
winner, but still a feeling of inadequacy 
persisted in the press box, where most 
of the board members were encamped 
during the emergency. The board tried to 
shore up the local team still more, in- 
viting Eddie Schmidt, winner of the Gal- 
lant Fox Handicap a few days earlier. 
Two hours after an acceptance had been 
received for him, the colt’s owner with- 
drew him on the advice of his trainer. 
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Owner Allie E. Reuben led in *Mahan after the 6-year-old horse’s victory in the 


Washington, D. C., International at Laurel. The jockey is Sam Boulmetis. 


The case now rested. America placed 
its faith, wavering as it was, in Third 
Brother, a Virginia-bred which never had 
run on the grass (neither had Fisherman, 
the optimists chirped), and *Mahan, 
beaten about 30 lengths by *El Chama 
while racing under France’s banner in 
the 1955 International. 

Facing the hyphenated home team 
were Germany’s 3-year-old Nisos, winner 
ot the Grosser Preis von Hessen, the 
Fuerstenberg-Rennen, Stockholm Cup, and 
Gladiator-Rennen; Ireland’s 4-year-old 
Cambridgeshire winner Stephanotis; Vene- 
zuela’s 4-year-old McKinley, whose only 
defeat in 6 starts this year was a third 


in the Clasico Simon Bolivar at Caracas; 
and France’s 4-year-old Montaval and the 
3-year-olds Denisy and Rose Royale. 


Local Boys 1-2 


Starter Eddie Blind had more trouble 
with the start than he had experienced 
in all 5 previous runnings. When things 
go right, Blind’s walk-up starts are beau- 
tiful to watch. He aligns the field in post- 
position order along the outside hedge, 
then “peels” them off. When the last 
horse has drawn abreast of the hedge 
horse, he waves them on. Jockey Walter 
Held, aboard the No. 1 horse, Nisos, was 
overeager, and the starter scolded him 
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by shaking his flag at the German rider 
who speaks no English. 

After 5 alignments, Blind flagged them 
on. Nisos was first away. The others, ex- 
cept *Mahan, which broke with his head 
in the air, were close behind. Once settled 
in stride. Third Brother was put on the 
front end, and he remained there until 
passing the mile mark, at which point 
*Mahan moved to him from the outside. 

Once in front, *Mahan had everything 
his own way, Boulmetis never having to 
cock his whip. Stephanotis, only 72 hours 
off his transatlantic plane, just missed 
overhauling Third Brother, and he may 
have been intimidated in the closing 
yards by the awesome arc of Ted Atkin- 
son’s whip. 

Denisy and Rose Royale failed to show 
the form expected of them. The former 
was never close. Rose Royale, whose 
owner, Prince Aly Khan, had landed in a 
helicopter at Laurel between the first 
and second races, made one mild spurt 
before falling back. Montaval, said to be 
a moody individual, raced wide and _ at- 
tempted to get out on the turns. 

Mrs. Reuben, recovering from a mul- 
tiple fracture of a leg in a home accident. 
watched the presentation ceremonies from 
a wheel chair in the box section. Her 
leg was in a cast, but, despite incapacita- 
tion, this was a memorable wedding anni- 
versary: she was half-owner of the Inter- 
national winner and her husband had pur- 
chased as an anniversary present the 
third-place Stephanotis. Announcement of

Post-Race Reconstruction 


The yawning grandstand was dark, but 
lights in the Turf Club shone brilliantly 
as we awaited trainer Harry Trotsek’s 
return to the barn. Across the firebreak, 
Third Brother made his last turns of the 
shed. A car approached; from it a voice 
called out, “Harry here yet?” 

The visitor was Third Brother’s trainer, 
J. H. (Casey) Hayes. “Just came by to 
congratulate Harry,” he explained. 

Asked about his horse’s performance, 
Hayes said. “Another second, always sec- 
ond. But I’m real pleased with his effort. 
This was Third Brother’s first race on the 
grass. but I expected him to run well. He 
once schooled a mile on the grass at At- 
lantic City in 1:39. Yes, I’ve always had 
pretty good luck on the turf. 

“This is a rough course, probably be- 
cause it’s in use so late in the year. It 
was frozen in spots this morning when I 
walked it. The best path was along the 
hedge, although Ted (Atkinson) said the 
horse stepped into a hole or soft spot about 
3 furlongs from home. 

“Third Brother is a big. awkward colt. 
but he’s good now. He’s never taken a 
bad step in his life. . . . His brother 
Hill Prince was in a tub all the time.” 

Still no Trotsek. The Turf Club was 
aglow. Hayes left word with the crew 
that he had stopped by. We wandered 
down to the International Village. en-

countering Adrian von Borcke, 
trainer, at the guarded entrance. The 
trainer of 7 German Derby winners had 
saddled Niederlaender to finish fourth in 
the 1952 International and Atatuerk II, 
seventh in 1955. 


“There was not enough pace for Nisos 
in this race.” said von Borcke. “And Held 
broke his whip 6 furlongs from home. 
Nisos will be better next year as a 4-year- 
cld, and I hope he’s invited here again. 
The 3-year-olds were nowhere today, with 
only 4 pounds from the older horses. In 
Europe a 3-year-old would be getting 5 
kilograms (11 pounds) in a race like this.” 

Incidentally, von Borcke was impressed 
with the quality and performance of Amer- 
ican racing plates. He purchased 35 alum- 
inum sets of assorted sizes to take home 
with him. 

Exercise boy Reggie Perkins was clean- 
ing Rose Royale’s feet when we peeked 
into the stall. He reported that the hand- 
some filly apparently had come out of 
her race in good shape. He said she had 
shipped well but didn’t run her race. 

Asked if he could account for her dis- 
appointing showing, Perkins _ replied, 
“Massard (jockey Jean Massard) said 
she wasn’t right when he had her on the 
track Saturday. She didn’t take to the 
turns too well today. 

“Tl tell you this, though. If such a 
thing were possible, and *Mahan could 
meet Rose Royale and Denisy as 3-year- 
olds in Europe. he wouldn’t be a match 
for these grand fillies. They are class

*Stan Was the Best 


Back at *Mahan’s barn, Harry Trotsek, 
who has trained for Hasty House Farm 
since its founding 12 years ago, jubilantly 
expressed himself as never having been as 
confident of any race’s outcome as he 
was before the International. 

“*Mahan is good now. I knew that 
when he won the Turf Cup. My only con- 
cern about the race was getting in it in the 
first place. This horse has had a lot of 
trouble. He wrenched an ankle in New 
Jersey in 1956, and we had to let up on 
him. Then he had his hind legs knocked 
out from under him in the Stars and 
Stripes this summer. We had to start all 
over again.” 

Was *Mahan the best grass horse he'd 
ever handled? 

“Oh, no,” he replied. “*Stan was by 
far the best. He could carry all 3 of us 
and win this race. He won the Turf Cup 
in 1954, but they wouldn’t let American- 
owned foreign-breds in the International 
that year.” 

Trotsek prefers to maintain a 60-40 
ratio of foreign-bred to American-bred in 
his stable, but he admits that at present 
the percentage favoring imported. horses 
is considerably above that figure. And. 
in the light of recent developments, he’s 
quite satisfied. 

He claims he does not employ any 
special training methods for grass races. 
“If anything, their training is a little 
less serious. As an example, *Mahan was 
brought up to this race off a six-furlong 
breeze in 1:19. The secret? Just good 
horses. 

“Some horses run well on the grass. 
There’s no way to tell which ones by 
conformation, way of going, size of feet, 
or anything else. 

“Care to walk down and see my new 
horse, Stephanotis? He ran a real big 
race didn’t he?” 


Differences in Techniques 


Stephanotis’ groom was shredding car- 
rots when Trotsek approached. Together 
they went into the stall of the 4-year-old 
Stardust—Shello colt. Trotsek leaned 
down and felt the colt’s ankles. “Did you 
put anything on his legs?” 

The groom replied that he hadn’t, and, 
as an afterthought, added, “We don’t do 
that.” 

“Did you give him a body brace after 
the race?” Trotsek asked. A puzzled ex- 
pression crossed the groom’s face. “A 
bracer, you know, a rubdown — like ath- 
letes get after a fight or a game.” The 
reply was negative. 

“Well, now that he’s my horse, would 
you mind putting some Absorbine on his 
legs, particularly the left ankle?” The 
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groom said he wouldn’t mind, but added 
that he didn’t have any Absorbine. Trot- 
sek promised to send a bottle down by 
ene of his boys. “Rub him for about 5 
minutes.” 

As the trainer took his leave the groom 
called to him: “He’ll beat *Mahan at a 
mile and an eighth. The race today was 
too long for him, but he'll make you a 
good horse.” 

Returning to *Mahan’s barn, Trotsek 
attributed the dish-faced French-bred’s 
victory to condition and acclimatization, 
then spoke of the different training prac- 
tices used here and abroad. “Over there 
they pull the light shoes off their horses 
after a race and replace them with heavy 
shoes until they race again. It’s a wonder 
it doesn’t tear horses’ feet to pieces. Maybe 
they're right and we're wrong. Who 
knows?” 


The Marguerite Winner 


The Marguerite Stakes at Pimlico last 
Saturday didn’t attract the best 2-year-old 
fillies of the year, but it was an interesting 
race nonetheless. Wendasy. the only 
stakes winner in the field, led every step 
of the way but had to call on all her re- 
sources to stem the stretch-long challenge 
of the lugging-in Crown. The Marguerite 
represented Wendasy’s first attempt at a 
mile and a sixteenth; for Crown, it was 
her second such race in a week. The 
previous Saturday she was second to Guide 
Line in the Selima Stakes. 

Trainer J. A. Radney, who once rode 
show horses for Mrs. E. H. Augustus and 
new trains her Keswick Stable, left Pim- 
lico immediately after the Marguerite. 
but his assistant, George Baker. was still 
there. 

The Your Host filly from the fine race 
mare Rampart shipped into Pimlico 5 days 
before the Marguerite so that she might 
have the benefit of a good work (6 fur- 
lengs in 1:1444) over the track. Her name 
(pronounced Wenda-SEE) is a combina- 
tion of the names of Mrs. Augustus’s 3 
grandchildren. 

Baker described the pony-sized chestnut 
as a good doer, but excitable in the barn. 
To keep her from fretting over goings-on 
outside, her stall screen is covered with 
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a feed bag during the day. A radio, 
placed on a stool outside her stall, keeps 


her company. Jor B. Hickey Jr. 


KENTUCKY 


Fixers 


The Kentucky State Racing Commission 
last week got around to the work of taking 
a census of the rats it had invited into 
the house. The task was going to be diffi- 
cult, since rats are notoriously averse to 
census-taking. 

On the morning of November 12 the 
commission met in Frankfort and listened 
for about 3 hours while Rollie Johnson, 
a detective for the state police force, ques- 
tioned jockeys Jim Ring, George Steine- 
man, Gerald DeLong, and Forrest Kaelin 
and trainer George Wisby. Secretary H. P. 
Morancy then told 2 newspapermen: 

“This is the first of a series of investi- 
gations we will have. Actually, this is the 
Department of Safety’s hearing; the com- 
mission just summoned persons the De- 
partment of Safety wanted to question. 

“The commission made no rulings other 
than to suspend those summoned who did 
not appear. Hereby suspended from rac- 
ing in Kentucky are jockeys Jimmy Dailey, 
Dan Brice, William Curtain, Alfred D. 
Appleby, and Norman Cartwright and 
trainer Tom Kenwood. Trainer Joseph 
Ryan did not appear either, but he doesn’t 
have a license for us to suspend.” 

Morancy’s report later was amended 
by a statement that Kenwood’s name 
should not have been included. The sus- 
pensions, it was explained, were effective 
until the jockeys in the list submitted 
themselves to questioning. 

Kent Hollingsworth, of the Lexington 
Leader, waited outside the doors while the 
hearing was in progress. The information 
he gathered was necessarily sparse, but 
he reported: 

“When it was suggested that Ring and 
Steineman submit to a lie-detector test, the 
2 jockeys chose to defer such examination 
until after their cases were heard in Boone 
County.” (Bribery cases against the rid- 
ers have been held over to the grand jury 
for consideration in December.) 

The investigation was being conducted 
with a minimum of publicity, since the 
commission was too embarrassed for 
words by the dilemma it faced. Unless 
the small rascals began talking, and they 
had no good reasons for doing so, the 
commission wasn’t going to have evidence 
against the Head Rascals. The guardians 
of racing could continue a_ hazardous 
co-existence with the rats or destroy their 
politically sponsored half-mile breeding 
grounds, licensed by the commission. The 
latter alternative was a longshot, since 
the commission itself was a loyal part 
of Kentucky’s feudal-age political system.

A slow track, an assignment of 134 pounds for 
the Clerk Handicap, and an invitation to run in 
the we'ght-for-age Pimlico Special persuaded 
trainer A. G. (Lex) Wilson to forego the Church- 
ill Downs race which had been intended as the 
last start of the year for Swoon’s Son. With the 
top horse missing, 9 runners went to the post, 
with the 3-year-olds Aurecolt, Ezgo, and Shan 
Pac at the shortest odds. 

Ezgo, breaking from the outside post position, 
moved to a 2-length lead before reaching the first 
turn, and he never was threatened, beating Aure- 
colt by about 3 lengths. The latter was second 
throughout. The winner paid $8.80. Time for the 
1% miles was an excellent 1:504%, a second slow- 
er than the 36-year-old track record. 


Owner-trainer Larry H. Thompson bought Ezgo 
for $13,000 at a paddock sale at Hialeah Park 
on February 26. Since that time the gelding has 
won 8 races, including the St. Leuis Derby and 
Fairmount Handicap, and has been second in the 
Wolverine Stakes and Spy Song Handicap. He 
finished first in the Spy Song, but was disqual- 
iffed and placed second. 

Olympia, which stands at Danada Farm, Lex- 
ington, has 6 other stakes winners this year.

He won his first five starts at 3, 
too, including the Hibiscus Stakes and Bahamas Handicap. In nine of these 10 
straight wins, he won by three to seven lengths. In the other, the Bahamas 
Stakes, he broke 12th, and came from behind to win from Nance’s Lad, which 
was getting 6 lbs. 


After his stakes wins in Florida he returned to New York where he beat Sailor 
decisively in the Experimental (pictured above), giving Sailor 10 lbs. He then 
moved to Bowie to win the Governor’s Gold Cup, giving weight to all the 
starters. 


Boston Doge wintered in New England for his 4-year-old season. He got a late 
start in his training preparation and was just a few weeks away from a race in 
June when a quarter crack was discovered. He was out for the year. As a 5- 
year-old Boston Doge won at Gulfstream in 1:10 easily, won the Paul Revere 
Handicap by 3¥2 lengths and beat Pine Echo and Star Rover in the Rockingham 
Special in 1:094%, giving both of them weight.

The War Years 


By 1860, after R. A. Alexander had 
spent 10 years on its development. Wood- 
burn Farm had taken a place as one of 
the outstanding stock farms in the nation. 
Roaming nearly 4,000 rolling. wooded 
acres in Woodford County, Ky.. were 
about 150 Thoroughbred broodmares 
(more than half were boarders). approx- 
imately 50 trotting mares, nearly 800 
Southdown sheep, and large herds of 
cattle and swine. The operations of the 
estate were so vast that Edward E. Jones. 
the editor of the Spirit of the Times, after 
a 2-day visit, apologized for not being 
able to recreate for his readers anything 
like a true picture of the place. 


The idea of giving anything like an accurate 
description of over 4,000 acres afer a stay of 2 
days cannot be thought of. Mr. Alexander now 
has the stallions Lexington and Ruric, and there 
are probably upon the estate nearly 150  brood- 
mares. [If Jones was correct, Woodburn evident- 
ly had many boarders. The farm’s 1860 catalogue 
shows 60 broodmares. } 

The herses in training are now under the care 
of Mr. Tinsdale, but Mr, John Minor probably 
will have charge of them after that, and Mr. N. B. 
Young after that. Mr. Tinsdale later will have 
charge of the yearlings and the breaking of 2- 
year-olds. 

The trotting and road horse department is super- 
intended by Mr. H. S. Avery, one of the most 
efficient men that could possibly be obtained, In 
his department are 2 stallions, Edwin Forrest and 
Norman, and about 50 trotting broodmares. 

The cattle, sheep, and swine are each placed 
under the supervision of a careful and trusty man, 
but we cannot remember their names. At milking 
time you will find it difficult to count the large 
number driven in one herd. The sheep are prin- 
cipally Southdown—700 to 800 of them. It was 
not long ago that quite a number of these flocks 
were taken to California and Oregon. 

The family mansion is a simple one story and a 
half, but it is long and wide, and large enough to 
accommodate almost any number of visitors. . . . 
Mr. Alexander has stone masons, brick makers, 
carpenters, blacksmiths, etc., constantly working 
upon his estate, which one day, if the present owner 
lives, will be the most magnificent country seat 
in the U. S., and perhaps in the world. Everything 
else Mr. Alexander wants to have done before he 
commences building his own mansion, which will 
be of granite [probably limestone], quarried from 
his own stone. A massive granite gateway and 
lodge is now being built and the blasters and 
stone cutters are hewing out blocks for the man- 
sion house. 

Last, but not least in our esteem, is the family 
church, a neat brick building standing nearly in the 
center of this princely domain, built by Mr. Alex- 
ander for his own people and such of his neighbors 
as choose to go there. He requires his people to 
rest cn Sunday. [This was the Old Woodford 
Church, a community church supported by Alex- 
ander but not buil. by him.] 


During his visit Jones saw one of the 
Woodburn livestock auctions. He reported 
that 19 bulls had sold at prices from $35 
to $360, with 9 at $150 or more, and that 
18 cows and heifers had brought prices 
from $70 to $295, with 10 at $150 or 
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more. The total receipts for 37 lots were 
$5.662. Nine bucks and 6 ewes were sold 
for $584. 

On August 22. 1860. Alexander held 
a Thoroughbred auction, which was _ re- 
ported in the Spirit of the Times on Sep- 
tember 1: 

“The sale was not largely attended as 
former ones have been, there not being 
more than 500-600 persons on the grounds. 
The comparatively low prices for which 
the stock was sold may be ascribed, to a 
great measure. to the apprehensions of a 
scarcity of grain. owing to the long con- 


tinued and excessive drouth in’ various 
parts of the South.” 


The 1860 sale basically was for culling 
purposes. Five mares were sold for $475. 
$200, $425, $75, and $170; a 3-year-old 
for $190; 4 2-year-olds for $750. $215. 
$330. and $250; 2 yearlings for $125 and 
$210. Twenty-nine trotters were disposed 
of at prices from $50 to $300. 


The Woodburn Stable 


No record exists of sales at Woodburn 
in 1861 cr 1862; however. sales were held 
in 1863 and 1864. At any rate, the sales 
during these years were overshadowed by 
the farm’s racing stable. 


Under the terrible cloud of war which 
frequently threatened to engulf the home 
place, Alexander raced a good-sized stable 
of horses. A list of the horses which he

Among the best performers were *Au- 
stralian, Asteroid. and Norfolk. *Austra- 
lian, which started only once for Alexan- 
der before retiring to stud, was not an 
important cog in the racing machine: he 
had done most of his racing, under the 
name of Millington. for A. Keene Rich- 
ards, of Georgetown, Ky.. who sold him 
to Alexander early in 1862. 

Asteroid and Norfolk, foals of 1861, 
both were unbeaten. Unraced at 2, they 
made their first starts at the spring meet- 
ing at St. Louis in 1864. On May 17 Nor- 
folk won a sweepstakes for 3-year-olds in 
straight heats, beating the good colt Tip- 
perary and 4 others, and 2 days later 
Asteroid won a similar race in straight 
heats, also beating Tipperary. 

After the St. Louis meeting the 2 colts 
went different ways, and the arguments 
over which was the better were not settled. 
Norfolk may have had an edge, how- 
ever. since in his next start, The Jersey 
Derby, he beat the only other major con- 
tender for the crown, Kentucky, a son of 
Lexington bred by John M. Clay and raced 
for most of his career by John Hunter. 
later to become the first chairman of The 
Jockey Club. It was the only race Ken- 
tucky ever lost. Alexander then sold Nor- 
folk for $15,001 to T. H. Winters, of Cal- 
ifornia. The colt did not start again at 3. 


but he easily won his 3 starts in California 
at 4, 

The odd dollar in Norfolk’s sale was the 
result of a challenge Alexander had ac- 
cepted 8 years before. After his purchase 
of Lexington from Richard Ten Broeck 
for $15.009. a Kentucky breeder had told 
him he never would get that much money 
for one of Lexington’s offspring. Alexan- 
der said he would, and Norfolk made it 
possible. 

After the St. Louis meeting, Asteroid 
was returned to Lexington, where he won 
2 sweepstakes in straight heats. He won 
his first stakes at the Louisville meeting 
in the same manner, and ended his year 
with a walkover. The next year he won 7 
races at St. Louis. Louisville, and Cincin- 
nati, and 2 of his victories were walkovers. 
In the other 5 events he twice faced 2 
opponents, and 3 times encountered only a 
single adversary. 

In the 4 years from 1861 through 1865 
enly 2 horses in the stable failed to win. 
Among the other good ones were the 
brothers Bay Flower and Beacon (by 
Lexington), and Maiden, Bay Dick, Mer- 
rill, Marion, Lancaster, and Norway. 

The dam of Bay Flower and Beacon 
was Bay Leaf, by *Yorkshire, which also 
produced Bayonet, and Preakness. Only 
the first 2 of these raced for Alexander. 

Neither Bay Flower nor Beacon reached 
peak form until his 4-year-old season. In

10 starters 5 WINNERS 1 PLACED 
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One of the first great Woodburn-breds was Norfolk, 1861, by Lexington— 


Novice, by *Glencoe. He was unbeaten, and his victories included the 1864 Jersey 
Derby, in which he beat Kentucky. After the Jersey Derby he was sold to 
California, where he proved an excellent stallion despite limited opportunities. 


1863 Bay Flower was beaten once, and he 
avenged this defeat twice in subsequent 
meetings. At the St. Louis fall meeting he 
swept all major races for older horses. 
Beacon was unbeaten in 4 starts in 1865, 
including one walkover. 

Maiden, a daughter of Lexington and 
the fine producer Kitty Clark, was one 
of the best fillies ever bred at Woodburn. 
Alexander raced her at 2, when she won a 
sweepstakes at the Louisville fall meeting. 
Early the following year she was sold to 
Capt. T. G. Moore. The practice of selling 
his horses after they had proven them- 
selves was standard practice for Alexan- 
der. 

Maiden was the best 3-year-old filly of 
1865, and she was a match for the top 
colts, beating one of the year’s best fields 
in the Travers Stakes at Saratoga. Before 
the Travers she had finished second in 
the Criterion and Sequel Stakes and third 
in the Jersey Derby. Richmond, winner of 
the Jersey Derby, was unplaced in the 
Travers. 

Maiden became one of the most influen- 
tial mares in the American Stud Book. 
She herself produced Parole, perhaps the 
best race horse of his day. and the good 
stakes winner Powhattan, and from her 
daughter Perfection descended  Sibola, 
Nogara, Nearco, Niccolo Dell’Arca, Neradi 
Bicci, Nereide. *Nordlicht, and many 
other top horses in Europe. 

Bay Dick, another son of Lexington, 
whose offspring comprised about 75 per 
cent of the Alexander stable during these 
years, was beaten by the 4-year-old U. S. 
Grant in his first start, but he won all of 


his other races at 3, including one in which 
he beat U. S. Grant. 

Merrill and Marion were by Lexington 
out of the *Glencoe mare Miriam. Merrill, 
the better of the 2, won his only 2 races 
at 2 in 1865, and opened his 3-year-old 
season with victories in the Travers Stakes 
and the Jersey Derby. Alexander sold 
him at the end of the year to L. E. Smith, 
for whom the colt raced well at 4. Marion 
ran only at 3 in 1867, winning the Buck- 
eye Stakes and finishing second in the 
Ohio Stakes. 

Despite the relative success of Alexan- 
der’s racing stable from 1861 to 1865, 
these were hard years for anyone building 
a large stud. Racing opportunities were 
limited to St. Louis, Louisville. Lex- 
ington, and Cincinnati in the West and to 
Paterson and Saratoga in the East. All 
of the meetings were short, transportation 
was slow, and there were no winter op- 
portunities. 

John Hervey, in Racing in America, 
described the war’s effects upon racing: 

When the Civil War, so long brewing, broke 
fnally with the bombardment of Fort Sumter on 
April 11, 1861, the end of an era had been reached. 
At its close, with the surrender of Lee at Appo- 
mattox, on April 9, 1865, the ante-bellum condi- 
tions had been swept away forever and a new and 
wholly different epoch in our Turf history, both 
North and South, was inaugurated. 

The most momentous consequence cf this was 
the passing of its control and the shaping of its 
future from the South to the North. When 1861 
opened, the sport was almost dormant north of 
the Potemac, breeding in a similar condition. . . . 
As the Confederacy included precisely that portion 
of the Union in which the Turf was the oldest- 
established and most flourishing—and as this was 
the great theater of war, at the end of the struggle 
it was in a material sense almost completely de- 


vastated. While Kentucky did not espouse Se- 
cession, as a border state she was fought over 
back and forth and was the scene of that ferocious 
type of guerrilla warfare so terrible in its carry- 
ing on and the havoc it produces. 

Obviously if the Turf were not, as an organiza- 
tion, to perish, its salvation lay with the victorious 
North, In the process, the transformation it un- 
derwent was, if not immediate, in the end thorough- 
going. The most conspicuous feature of this was 
the abandonment of the old-established and sancti- 
fed Southern system, which placed the 4-mile 
horse upon the apex of the structure, glorified 
gameness and stamina above speed, per se, held 
fast by heat racing, and was adverse to handicaps 
and races at fractional distances, as also the 
racing cf 2-year-olds until late in the season and 
then to but a very limited extent... . 

Ante-bellum racing and the ante-bellum = Thor- 
oughbred, when the four years of strife were over, 
had become not merely war-wrecked—they had 
become old fash‘oned. One great vital force sur- 
vived from them: Lexing on and his blood, to- 
gether with the currents, such as that from *Glen- 
coe, which were lifted by him into a reputation 
which otherwise they never would have achieved. 


Two aspects of the Civil War mentioned 
by Hervey struck Woodburn with partic- 
ular force—the destruction of Southern 
race courses and the guerrilla raids. The 
elimination of Southern racing meant that 
many of the best prospective customers no 
longer would be buying horses, and the 
Northern owners who were buying were 
less inclined to pay good prices because 
of the limited racing opportunities. 

Woodburn was unusually fortunate in 
the early years of the war. Alexander flew 
the British flag at his estate, and many 
said his British citizenship offered pro- 
tection. Most of the raiders, such as John 
Hunt Morgan, of Lexington, were Con- 
federates, and the sympathies of the Brit- 
ish government were thought to lie with 
the South. 

As the war drew to a close, however, 
bandit guerrillas became bolder. On Oc- 
tober 22, 1864, a band of raiders arrived 
at the farm’s training stable and demand- 
ed 5 mounts. Asteroid, which had just 
been returned to the farm after the fall 
race meeting at Lexington, and 4 2-year- 
olds by Lexington were taken. 

The 2-year-olds, unshod. gave out quick- 
ly, and they were abandoned the next day. 
The recovery of Asteroid was reported in 
the Woodford Sun of January 30, 1902: 

“Major Warren Viley volunteered to 
rescue Asteroid, and he was authorized 
by Mr. Alexander to ransom the colt at 
any price. Col. Zach Henry joined Major 
Viley as he drove through Versailles. 

“After a ride of forty miles or so (into 
Nelson County), through a region infested 
with murderous bushwhackers, they came 
upon two guerrillas, one of them riding 
Asteroid. In answer to Major Viley’s sal- 
utation they drew their guns and it looked 
as if the long chase would have a tragic, 
if not fatal, ending. The rescuers began 
a parley with the fellow on Asteriod, tell- 
ing him the animal was a pet colt and 
asking him to relinquish it. The guerrilla 
stoutly refused, declaring the horse to be 
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the best he ever rode, but finally, not 
knowing the colt’s value. agreed to release 
it for $250, on condition that Major Viley 
would later furnish him with another 
horse that would be as good a saddler. 
Major Viley wrote the check and received 
Asteriod safe and sound. They were given 
an ovation upon their return to Versailles.” 


Woodburn did not fare as well in the 
second raid. Late in the afternoon of Feb. 
ruary 2, 1865, during a misty rain, a party 
of men led by a Captain Merrian (believed 
to be a fictitious name) rode up to the 
trotting stable at Woodburn. At gunpoint 
they took Abdallah, Bay Chief, and 12 
other horses. F. V. R. Hull, who was in 
charge of the trotting stable, implored 
the raiders to substitute another horse for 
Abdallah, which was fat and unshod, but 
the guerrillas refused, and rode off with 
Woodburn’s 2 great trotting sires. 


A messenger was dispatched to Lex- 
ington, where the Twelfth Ohio Cavalry 
was encamped at the old Association track, 
and a company of soldiers soon took up 
the pursuit. Contact was made about 12 
miles from Woodburn, but the efforts to 
recover the horses had disastrous results. 
Bay Chief was shot twice and died imme- 
diately; Abdallah’s rider, in making his 
escape, abused his mount terribly. and 
Abdallah was found 3 days later in Law- 
renceburg, where he died on February 6. 

Abdallah had established a_ brilliant 
record in his few years in stud. Hamilton 
Busby reported that “no son of Hamble- 
tonian would have excelled him as a pro- 
genitor of speed.” Had he lived, he might 
well have equaled the record compiled in 
the Thoroughbred world by Lexington. 


The second raid spurred Alexander to 
immediate action. In February, 1865, the 
stallion Pilot Jr. and 42 other trotters 
were sent to a farm at Montgomery, III.. 
near Aurora, and 50 Thoroughbreds, in- 
cluding Lexington and *Australian, were 
sent to a farm near Springfield, Ill. Pilot 
Jr. died less than 2 months later. 

Discouraged by the depressed state of 
the Thoroughbred market and the losses 
suffered in the second Woodburn raid 
Alexander advertised for sale early in 
1866 his entire stud, including Lexing- 
ton. In New York, reportedly scouting for 
a buyer, he met trainer Harry Belland. 
who was on his way to Woodburn after 
a 4-year stay in Canada. In 1862, Alex- 
ander had given Belland 34 Woodburn 
horses to race and to sell there. 

For 4 years Belland had operated with- 
out instructions from Alexander. He had 
raced over most of Canada, selling horses 
whenever he could get good prices. To his 
employer’s tremendous surprise, Belland 
reported that the stable’s earnings and 
sales amounted to over $300,000. Exclaim- 
ed Alexander: “You have saved Wood- 
burn!”

10 Best in Italy 


Rome. The Razza_ Dormello-Olgiata 
has bred another top-class horse to add to 
the immortal record of Federico Tesio, 
founder and architect of this world-famous 
stud. Unbeaten in 11 starts, the 3-year- 
old bay colt Braque (see cover). a half- 
brother, by Antonio Canale, to Botticelli 
and Barbara Sirani, may well turn out to 
be another Ribot, and we think it is going 
to take a superhorse to lower his colors. 
Braque and his illustrious dam. Buona- 
mica, merit an entire article to them- 
selves, but this is a very brief review of 
Italian racing in 1957. 

When the season opened, general opin- 
ion was that the 3-year-old generation 
was moderate. The best-bred 2-year-olds 
from the big stables had disappeared from 
the racing scene before the 1956 Gran 
Criterium, and the big juvenile events 
had been dominated by Sig. Ettore Ta- 
gliabue’s inexpensive purchase. a French- 
bred colt, Antony. Many good judges 
thought Antony should have been given 
the top spot in the annual ratings, and 
there was much eyebrow raising when he 
was rated below the Dormello-Olgiata’s 
colts Grigoresco and Watteau. 

After the usual spate of prep races for 
the classics, chief of which had been the 
Premio Pisa, won by Grigoresco. main in- 
terest centered on the Premio Elena 
(One Thousand Guineas). and on March 
31 this was won for the 14th time by the 
Dormello-Olgiata stable with Angela Ru- 
cellai, the top-rated filly at 2 years with 
2 wins to her credit. Making her first 
appearance of the season, Angela Rucellai 
won very easily by 4 lengths from the 
Miani Stable’s Minerba, with the Razza di 
Vulci’s Suana 2 lengths back in third 
place in a field of 10. A medium- 
sized, strong, lazy filly, Angela Rucellai 
is by the Hyperion stallion Rockefella 
from Aristareta, by Niccolo Dell’Arca from 
Acquaforte, dam of Antonio Canale. sire 
of Braque. 

The following week the Dormello-Ol- 
giata was less fortunate with Grigoresco. 
Despite being tenderly ridden to conserve 
his doubtful stamina, he could never 
stretch out on the heavy going and was 
beaten into second place in the Two 
Thousand Guineas by the Miani Stable’s 
Gioviano, with Count Neni Da Zara’s Ami- 
goni third, the margins being three-quar- 
ters of a length and 6. Owner-bred, Gio- 
viano is a dark bay colt by Marcello from 
Gioliba, by Moroni from Giolfina, by Fox- 
hunter from Joan Lowell, which was im- 
ported into Italy by Tesio’s partner 
Marchese Incisa. 


RACING ABROAD 


In the short interval between the 2 clas- 
sic races the Razza del Soldo’s Chitet and 
Tagliabue’s Antony had won the Trien- 
nale and Premio Firenze respectively. The 
newcomer Braque had won a 2-horse race 
and then had gone on to win the Premio 
Merano, beating Pan and Aleppo by 4 
and 2 lengths. The stage was now set for 
the classical 10-furlong Premio Emanuele 
Filiberto at Milan on April 14, but a few 
days before the race Braque had a slight 
cough and was withdrawn. The victory 
went to Chitet, which made all the run- 
ning to win by 21% lengths on a sticky 
track. Gioviano was second, half a length 
ahead of Antony, with Hymnode, Tessalo. 
Pan and Checo finishing in that order. 
Owned and bred by the Razza del Soldo. 
Chitet is a chestnut colt by Aristeo (*Or- 
tello) from Chiloe, by Orsenigo from 
Chiana, by Brantome. 

Braque, showing no ill effects from his 
cough, ran a week later when he won over 
1144 miles by 10 lengths from the useful 
Persio. On'the following day Angela Ru- 
cellai confirmed her superiority over the 
rest of the fillies by winning the Oaks by 
2 lengths from the Razza La Novella’s 
Oga Magoga, with the Razza di Rozzano’s 
Zenobra a further three-quarters of a 
length third in a field of 8. 

The Dormello-Olgiata had not entirely 
lost faith in Grigoresco for the Derby. 
but after a final gallop he showed his re- 
sentment, and the stable decided to depend 
upon the unknown quantity, Braque. His 
performance was a revelation. Leading 
from start to finish he won in the fast 
time of 2:3025, a time only bettered by 
Orsenigo and Tenerani.

Exploits of Tissot 


Run 2 days after the Derby, the Milan 
Gold Cup over 214 miles was won by the 
Dormello-Olgiata’s 4-year-old colt Tissot. 
Using this race as part of a_ strong 
preparation for the Ascot Gold Cup, Tissot 
won easily by 6 lengths from the French 
5-year-old Bewitched, with the Razza del 


of 8. Tissot is by Tenerani from Tiepol- 
etta, by Niccolo Dell’Arca from Tempesta, 
by Michelangelo. 

Soldo’s 4-year-old Magabit third in a field 

Ten days later Braque returned to Milan 
and literally annihilated 5 first-class op- 
ponents which had missed the Derby to 
wait for the Gran Premio d'Italia ‘over 
1144 miles. Allowing the Razza Ticino’s 
Seaulieu to make the running for the frst 
2 furlongs, Braque went to the front and 
won in a canter by 8 lengths from Dr. 
Carlo Vittadini’s Etrusque, with Seaulieu 
half a length away in third and Antony, 
Alimpio, and Tessalo unplaced. The time 
of 2:2845 was only three-fifths outside 
the record. 

Refusing to be outshone by his young- 
er stablemate, Tissot represented the sta- 
ble in the 114-mile Premio Presidente 
della Repubblica at Rome and despite 
the handicap of returning to a shorter 
distance, he created something of a sen- 
sation by winning in the record time of 
2:2915. Count Neni Da Zara’s 3-year-old 
Hymnode and 4-year-old Talismano were 
second and third, the margins being 3 
and 1, with Magabit fourth. 

The 114-mile Premio Principe Amedeo 
is one of the oldest races in the Italian 
calendar. and the Razza del Soldo decided 
to give Tissot a miss at Rome and sent 
Chitet and Aleppo for the rich Turin 
stake. The race caused one of the biggest 
upsets of the season insofar as the Soldo 
pair were concerned: Chitet finished a 
tailed-off last, Aleppo just managed to 
retain fourth money. The Razza Ticino’s 
bay colt Seaulieu won by a long 4 lengths 
from Angela Rucellai, with Persio a 
length away third. Owner-bred Seaulieu 
is by Alizier from Staffa, by Orsenigo 
from Signa, by *Ortello. 

Seaulieu’s victory gave added interest to 
the 15-furlong Gran Premio di Milano, 
Italy’s most important race, but his effort 
finished disastrously when he broke down 
entering the straight, and he made a for- 
lorn picture as he stood on 3 legs while the 
winner was being cheered into the un- 
saddling enclosure. In any case, Braque 
was 4 lengths ahead when the incident 
happened, and the Dormello champion 
came home to win by the longest 8 lengths 
the writer has ever seen. The one-paced 
Persio stayed on well to take second 
place, with the Dormello-Olgiata’s 5-year- 
old Audran 3 lengths away, third, Etrusque 
fourth, and Wildt, Pasqualino Veneto, and 
Seaulieu unplaced. 


Ismone the Second-Best 


This completed the first part of the 
season and the only later developments 
of interest were Tissot’s third in the Ascot 
Gold Cup with the bone-hard going all 
against him, and the appearance of an- 
other 3-year-old, the Alpe Stable’s Ismone, 
which was generally accepted to be second 
only to Braque with the season ended.

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Ismone, bred by the San Giorgio Stable, 
won the Premio Estate and later took the 
one-mile Premio Federico Tesio, beating 
such good horses as Elam, Morbin, Chitet, 
Hymnode, Antony. and Gershwin. Before 
this race he had given Braque a good 
fight in the Premio del Piazzale over 9 
furlongs and was beaten only 3 and 1, 
with the 5-year-old Gershwin intervening. 

Braque came out to win a 3-horse race 
in the St. Leger from Etrusque and 
Crigoresco, but his connections were not 
satisfied that the colt was in top condi- 
tion and they withdrew him from the Arc 
de Triomphe and decided to retire him for 
the season with a view to preparing him 
for an international program at 4 years. 

The 4-year-old Tissot was also under a 
cloud about this time and was withdrawn 
on the morning of the 114-mile Gran Pre- 
mio del Jockey Club, which was run on a 
quagmire. It resulted in a win for Ismone, 
which up till then had been considered 
a non-stayer, as was indicated by the odds 
of 74-10.

Ismone was retired for the season after 
this race, and the Premio Roma, run a 
fortnight later, seemed to be at the mercy 
of the French St. Leger winner Scot, but 
he was the victim of much interference 
half a mile from home and under the cir- 
cumstances did well to finish second, 4 
lengths behind Chitet, with the latter’s 
stablemate Aleppo a further 3 lengths 
away third in a field of 8 3-year-olds. 
Aleppo made the pace for 114 miles, and 
in pulling out to let Chitet through on 
the rails, he twice bore into Scot and took 
the French colt right out of his stride. 
Marcello Andreucci, rider of Aleppo, was 
suspended for 15 days for “incorrect be- 
haviour” and his case referred to the 
Jockey Club. Had the stewards stuck to 
the rules, Chitet should have lost the race, 
since his stablemate interfered with Scot. 
The race caused a lot of adverse comment 
in the racing press. 

The pattern of the leading 2-year-olds 
fellowed closely that of 1956 when the 
big stables’ best juveniles retired before 
the Grand Criterium. Up to the time of 
the Criterium Nazionale the leaders had 


been the Razza Ticino’s unbeaten colt 
Sedan (Prince Bio—Staffa, by Orsenigo) 
and the Dormello-Olgiata’s fillies Beatrice 
Adams (Pearl Diver—Balestrina, by Tor- 
bido) and Carboncina (Sayani—Circig- 
nana, by Donatello II). 

In the 6-furlong Criterium Nazionale, 
Sedan and Beatrice Adams were opposed 
enly by the Allevamento Alpe Ravetta’s 
colt Pier Capponi, which had started his 
career by winning a selling race. To the 
surprise of everyone present, Pier Capponi 
led all the way to beat Beatrice Adams by 
4 lengths, with Sedan the same distance 
away, third and last. Pier Capponi then 
went on to win the 714-furlong Gran Cri- 
terium by 2% lengths from the Miani 
Stable’s Miragolo, with Ettore Tagliabue’s 
Zargas a length back in third place. 

Pier Capponi was bred by Sig. Tino 
Lanzani and is by the defunct French 
stallion Lacaduv from Pierre qui vire, by 
Majano from Pierrelys. by Comrade. The 
dam, Pierre qui vire, was imported from 
France by the Italian Jockey Club when 
she was carrying Pier Capponi. so he is 
officially Italian-bred. 

Other promising 2-year-olds are the 
Dormello-Olgiata’s colts Malhoa (Tener- 
ani-Macchietta, by Niccolo Dell’Arca). 
Tommaso da Modena (Tantieme—Toka- 
mura, by Navarro), De Segonzac (Sou- 
verain—Domiziana, by Niccolo Dell’Arca) 
and the filly Paola de Venezia (Tornado— 
Probationer, by Blandford); Ettore Ta- 
gliabue’s colt Grunewald II (Meridien—

The Iron Curtain is made of heavy. 
opaque stuff, and comparatively few try 
to penetrate it. Nevertheless. I decided 
to try my luck this summer in getting 
past the drapery that shuts off the Russian 
sector of Berlin. 

My granddaughter, married to a young 
American who is with the U. S. Army. 
and my 2 little great-grandsons are living 
in Berlin and may remain there for quite 
a spell. I decided that attending a race 
meeting would add to my zest as an occa- 
sional babysitter, and therefore as far back 
as last May I called at the German Con- 
sulate and the German Travel Bureau in 
New York to obtain a schedule of meetings 
in the Berlin area. Both offices regretfully 
admitted that they had no information to 
give me and that no one so far had ever 
made any inquiries on this subject. So I 
tried our Jockey Club but found the same 
conditions to obtain there. However, one 
of its staff stopped me as I was about to 
leave, and after disappearing for a short 
time, gave me the address of a race track 
in Cologne. 

Using this stray bit of information, I 
developed a correspondence with the Di- 
rektorium of Thoroughbred breeding and

racing, which wrote me, “To our regret 
we must inform you that there is no Thor- 
eughbred racing in West Berlin. The fa- 
mous racecourse Hoppegarten is confis- 
cated by the Governmental authority of 
the Eastern Zone. The races there can 
be visited from West Berlin by special 
permission and will be held on the follow- 
ing days.” August 17 was the final date 
listed, so I re-arranged my schedule for 
visits elsewhere abroad so as to attempt 
the Iron Lift on that date. 

A correspondence, rather one-sided at 
the outset, then ensued. My letters request- 
ing official information were sent to the 
American Consulate in Berlin, the Foreign 
Service of the United States of America, 
c/o United States Mission Berlin, and to 
Major Gen. Charles L. Dasher, headquar- 
ters of United States Army, Europe. For 
one reason or another I received no replies 
until the first week in July, when a sud- 
den flood of them quite overwhelmed me. 

I had to fill out lengthy forms in trip- 
licate, furnish passport-sized photographs 
of myself, etc., etc. Each answer warned 
me that “Soviet responses to applications 
(for visas) have been erratic and unpre- 
dictable, a large proportion having been 
either refused or ignored.” I was also 


told that it would be practically impos- 
sible for me to unwind all the red tape 
in the 2 days, which was all the time I 
could allow myself, as I would be com- 
ing from Biarritz to Paris and flying from 
there to Berlin on August 15. 

However, I begged my various corre- 
spondents in Berlin to do their best in 
cutting the red tape as much as possible 
in advance for me, and they did a mira- 
culous job. When I arrived I was _ in- 
structed to go to the offices of the “Inter- 
zonal Facilities Bureau of the Allied Con- 
trol Authority in Berlin,” which furnishes 
the only means of official communication 
between West and East Berlin, so that all 
I needed when I got there, armed with 
the letters from you, from George Wid- 
ener, and from Marshall Cassidy, was to 
hand the letters and my passport to Ste- 
phen J. Shuttack, the very agreeable and 
efficient head of this authority. He drove 
at once to the Soviet Consulate in East 
Berlin and I'll be darned if he didn’t re- 
turn in less than an hour with a lengthy 
visa, all in Russian, which granted me a 
4-day visit, whereas I had asked for only 
a single day. It was conditioned on my 
taking the “S. Bahn” (the elevated rail- 
road) to Hoppegarten, which lies a few 
miles beyond the city limits of the Russian 
sector of Berlin, in the Russian zone. 

Mr. Shuttack, however, warned me there 
was no guaranty that the border patrol

He also advised me 
not to take with me my outsize telescope 
field glasses, as they would be confiscated 
and my visa would of course become 
worthless. All the Soviet officials had been 
extraordinarily careful and strict during 
the visit of Vodka-addict Comrade 
Chruschtschew (that is the transliteration 
in German, and Krouchtchev, the French 
version, of our familiar Krushchev), which 
fortunately had just ended on the day of 
my arrival. 

Interest bordering on excitement was 
shown by all the men at the reception 
desk of my hotel, and even the “portier,” 
counterpart of the concierge in France, 
always a very important and imperturb- 
able personage in hotel management in 
Europe, was dumbfounded when I told of 
my plans. Some thought it a very risky 
venture, but most of them were fascinated 
by the “originality” of the idea. Not a 
single guest at this rather large hotel 
had ever entertained such a “fantastic” 
notion. My granddaughter begged me not 
to go into a country where I would be 
without protection, but having captured 
my visa, I was fascinated by the prospect. 

The inhabitants of West Berlin know 
nothing about the goings-on in East Berlin. 
Their newspapers print nothing pertaining 
to sporting events, the theater, or anything 


else in the Russian sector. If you wish 
to telephone to East Berlin you have to 
do it via long distance, entailing a long 
wait, often up to an hour. So I had to 
guess the time the races were scheduled 
to start. I figured 2 o’clock as a likely 
hour, but because of the prospect of a 
certain delay at the border, I made a very 
early start. 

I took the S. Bahn in well groomed and 
thriving West Berlin, and very soon en- 
tered the Russian sector, where the de- 
struction, the empty streets, and listless 
trafic gave me a shock. Masses of half- 
bombed. windowless. powder-blackened 
buildings and acres and acres of former 
building sites—some free of rubble — 
made the trip most gruesome. 

At Hoppegarten every passenger had to 
show some sort of pass to a teen-age Ger- 
man lad in uniform. When he saw my 
visa he shrugged and led me to a little 
enclosed office on the station platform, 
where 2 Russian soldiers, also in their 
teens, tried to decipher the paper. I sus- 
pected they weren’t able to read at all. 
They called in another soldier, a little 
older, but he also was stumped as to what 
action to take. He made several telephone 
calls and then mentioned the word “chef,” 
which I took to have nothing to do with a 
menu, for he indicated by handling an 
imaginary steering-wheel, that a chef was 
motoring our way to handle the situation. 

We passed about half an hour in smok- 


ing the Chesterfields which I had distri- 
buted among the boys, who kept jabber- 
ing to me in Russian, while I tried my 
hand at the various languages at my com- 
mand. We all laughed a good deal at the 
awkwardness of the situation, but that 
was preferable to staring at one another. 


Finally the “chef” arrived. He was 
about 40, grim and dour. The situation 
was tense, so I began to explain my in- 
tentions and wishes in German. He 
turned, glared at me, and barked, “Nicht 
sprechen!” I took the hint and shut up. 
Then followed more telephoning, compar- 
ing the signature on the visa with those 
on some bulletins tacked to the wall, and 
finally some football huddles by the ermy. 
Then he motioned that he was satisfied 
and that I could go. I wrung his hand 
and fled before he could change his 
mind. 

Hoppegarten lies within a few minutes 
walk from the railroad station, and [ still 
did not know whether any races were to 
be run or at what time they were to start. 
A German policeman said he _ believed 
they began at 2 o’clock, but as a matter 
of fact they started at 4. I had to wait 
more than 114 hours before I could even 
enter the grounds. The ticket agent asked 
me whether I wanted a ticket for 2. 3, 
or 4 marks. (An ostmark is rated at 
about 6 cents, though on the black market 
they can be bought for as low as 214 
cents). I found that I had to spend only

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5 marks to obtain admission plus a re- 
served box seat, and feeling in a reckless 
mood, I invested in such a ticket. 

For quite a while I was the only oc- 
cupant in “my” grandstand, and 2 or 3 
others further down the homestretch also 
looked deserted. The turf track — in ex- 
cellent condition — made a 114-mile cir- 
cuit, like the Belmont Park dirt track, but 
as the turns were quite a bit shorter, the 
backstretch and homestretch were pro- 
portionately longer. Roughly the track 
and buildings looked as I remembered 
them from my visit almost 30 years ago. 
when I had an interesting chat with the 
then leading rider Everett Haynes, who 
had won on some of my horses in the 
United States. 

The usher came around to check my 
right to the seat. When he found that I 
was properly located, a few ostmarks 
induced him to sit down and set me right 
as to some hearsay information given me 
by the receptionists at my hotel. They 
had told me that I would not be allowed 
to bet, but if I did and won, my winnings 
would be deposited to my credit in an 
East Berlin bank, that after a lapse of 
time I would be permitted to draw not 
more than 75 marks at a time, and that 
I would have to prove that the funds would 
be spent in East Berlin. They also had 
told me that I would not be allowed to 


eat there. but how these restrictions were 
to be enforced they did not know. 


The usher said he never had heard such 
nonsense. so 1 ate and bet, and what is 
more I cashed my winnings without the 
slightest difficulty. Of course they were 
very modest. Perhaps. if I had tried to 
cash a ticket paying in large figures. I. 
as an American wearing a homburg, might 
have been asked to show my credentials 
and one could never know how such an 
investigation might end. All of the U. S. 
authorities had warned me not to cause 
any international incident. so I was a bit 
worried when, after the second race, a 
voice over the loud-speaker asked Mr. 
Fleischmann to go to the information 
booth. After a bit of thinking. I decided 
that it couldn’t be for me, and so never 
went. I found out later that nobody I 
knew had called me, so it must have been 
a coincidence, though a slightly disagree- 
able one. 

The races were not interesting to me, 
because I had no field glasses. but I no- 
ticed with pleasure an announcement in 
the racing program that the following 
week there would begin a series of inter- 
national races among horses representing 
Russia, Poland, Hungary. Czechoslovakia, 
Yugoslavia, Romania, and Deutsche Demo- 
kratische Republik (East Germany). I 
made up my mind at once to borrow or 
rent an inconspicuous pair of opera glass- 


es and try to get a new visa from tlie 
Russian consul to attend the second of 
these international races the following 
Sunday. 

When on the next day I outlined my 
plan over the telephone to Mr. Shuttack, 
he told me that my idea was fantastic, 
that I should not push my good luck too 
far, as my case already was an anomaly 
in the record of the Allied Control Au- 
thority, etc. Then I explained to him that 
I was anxious to see Russian horses, and 
that if I could see the consul in person 
and show him the announcement in the 
program he might do the unheard of and 
the impossible. Accordingly Mr. Shuttack 
volunteered to drive me into East Berlin 
the next day as he had some other ap- 
plications for visas to place before the con- 
sul. I never had a more pleasant reception, 
and my visa was issued at once, again for 
a much longer period than I had asked 
for, whereas about 6 of the 8 other ap- 
plications were turned down without any 
explanation. 

I later found out how this pleasant 
surprise had come about. My interest in 
inspecting Russian Thoroughbreds had 
won the consul over, but what was more 
important and interesting was the fact 
that, weeks before, when my application 
had been sent ahead to Mr. Shuttack, he 
took it to show the Russian Consul what a 
remarkable request would shortly be

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made by an American who wanted a visa 
to attend (of all things!) horse races. 
The consul said, “He must be a capitalist. 
one of those American millionaires. I'd 
like to meet him.” ; 

He and I became very “pally” during 
the hour we had to wait for the process- 
ing of the other visas by his staff. He 
had never seen a horse race, he said, and 
wouldn’t care to see one. He was interest- 
ed in painting and in pictures and told 
me all about the famous art gallery 
“L’Hermitage” in Leningrad (of which I 
had never heard). He spoke in very 
broken German but I could very well 
make out what he was trying to say. He 
had a mass of light yellow “frizzy” hair 
like Harpo Marx, and said he was a real 
Russian—a member of the Orthodox 
Greek Catholic Church. With a_ light 
quick touch he drew a Russian church 
for me. 

Under the circumstances I thought it 
advisable to evince my great (though 
phony) interest in paintings. Accordingly, 
he went to one of his files and took out a 
large envelope containing reproductions 
of a hundred of the most famous paintings 
in the L’Hermitage Gallery. They were 
really admirable and even I was able to 
identify some of the well known originals. 
Meanwhile, the consul and Mr. Shuttack 
conversed in Russian and when they had 
finished, Mr. Shuttack told me that the 
consul was much pleased with my interest 
in this collection and that he would be de- 
lighted to sell it to me for 50 marks, as 
he could readily buy another set. How- 
ever he asked to be paid in westmarks, a 
rather strange request as, according to the 
Russian Exchange quotation, the ostmark 
is listed as being worth 45 cents, while 
the westmark is steady around 25 cents. 
The exchanges I made several times at a 
West Berlin bank showed a valuation of 6 
cents (the very tops) for the ostmark, but 
I was surprised by the consul’s apparent 
lack of confidence in the Russian Ex 
change valuation. 


There was a festive air on international 
day. Four of the 8 races were limited to 
the international representatives. All of 
these were of good size and well propor- 
tioned; they were well turned out, very 
trim-looking with their bangtails, and 
with clean limbs unmarred by osselets, 
ringbones, or puffy knees which decorate 
so many of our horses. There were no 
bandages except for a short pair on one 
horse. 

The purses were conditioned to be run 
at distances of 1,000 meters (5 furlongs) 
for 2-year-olds, up to 2,600 meters (15% 
miles) for older horses. For some mys- 
terious reason, the program listed no prize 
in money. I learned that the races were 
endowed with purses payable in rubles, 
but to find out the size of the purse one 
had to read the Renn Courier (the local 
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Morning Telegraph), which stated that 
the values were fixed at 7,000 rubles for 
the 2-year-old race and 10,000 rubles for 
each of the remaining 3 events. 


How much was a ruble worth on the 
basis of an ostmark or of our dollar? 
Everyone I asked shied away from giving 
an answer; it is apparently one of the 
topics not to be discussed with a stranger. 
So I decided to let sleeping dogs lie, as 
they might turn out to be Russian wolf- 
hounds. 

The jockeys were practically all tall 
boys, from our Jim Nichols upwards. In 
view of the higher scale of weights this 
is but natural. All of them wore their 
stirrup-leather long, and there was not one 
acey-deucey among them. Had there been 
one, he certainly would have had to hike 
up the left iron instead of the right one, 
for the races are run clockwise so that 
centrifugal force exerts great pressure to 
the left on all turns. 


The sport began with fanfare. Each of 
the contesting nations formed a section of 
a parade, consisting of their delegates, 
the owners and trainers of their horses. 
as well as the jockeys in their appropriate 
racing silks. Each section was headed by 
a flagbearer carrying its national emblem. 
A local German band played the national 
anthems, as the parade, starting from the 
paddock, marched up and down the track 
in full view of the stands. It was all very 
gay and colorful. 


Of the 4 carded races the Deutsche 
Demokratische Republik (East Germany) 
won 3, which seemed quite natural, as its 
horses were racing on home grounds, and 
did not have to undergo the strain of 
shipment; and I suppose there was a larger 
group to choose from. The fourth of these 
races, at 114 miles, was won very handily 
by the horse from Czechoslovakia, while 
the Russian representative finished third. 
Russia did not fare too well, considering 
the fact that it had 2 Derby winners 
among its starters, one of which finished 
second. To me, the most interesting and 
most ironical struggle took place when a 
Hungarian horse, finishing very gamely, 
passed the Russian one in the stretch, 
though able to finish only second. No 
tanks were ordered to avenge the insult.

GREAT CIRCLE is a son of *Beau Pere which exert- 
ed a major influence on American racing as a result 
of only a few seasons at stud here. *Beau Pere 
led the Australian-New Zealand sire list three times; 
twice led the U. S. sire list in number of winners; 
and 27.5% of his American winners won or placed 
in stakes, including Honeymoon, Great Circle, Step- 
father, Grandpere, Bellesoeur, ete. 


GREAT CIRCLE, himself, was a stakes winner of 
$285,870. He set track records at 514 furlongs and 
114 miles, beat the best at 1144 and 15% miles. 


GREAT CIRCLE is out of a stakes winner and dam 
of two stakes winners; the second dam produced 
Honeymoon, Pedigree, and two dams of stakes 
winners; the third dam produced Whirlaway, Reap- 
ing Reward, ete.
